in the islands, presented n memorial requestingthat the commission commend a
liberal form of territorial government.
The memorial further favors a liberal

suffrage, the extension of the United States
tariff laws and shipping to Hawaii. The
memorial asserts that it is for t'he best
interests of the islands that the first Governorof Hawaii should be one who is not
bound, politically or otherwise, to any
party or class of residents in Hawaii.
Speaking of the work of the committee

Senator Cullom said: "We have done as
much as possible in t?lie time at our disposal,and wo have covered the groundthoroughly. When we meet in Washington
wo will go to work at once on our report."

POISON REMOVED
CHINA'S EMPEROR.

No Doubt That the Young
Ruler Has Been Dead

Several Days,
CONFIRMED IN LONDON.

A Leading Diplomat in the
Capital Authority for

the Statement.

London, Sept. 30..-It was reported
here on hisrh authority to-day that the
Chinese Emperor was dead and that the
facts were being concealed by the court
at I'ekin. One of the persons who stated
that the Emperor was dead is a leading
diplomat, who declared that the recently
deposed ruler had been dead several days
and that he was undoubtedly poisoned.
Another who asserted that the young
man was no more is the member of a

firm which has extensive dealings with
China.
According to a dispatch to the Times'

from its Pekin correspondent, the imperial
decree issued to-day dismissing from office
and banishing to Ili, Chinese Turkestan,
Chang-Yin-Houan, Li Hung Chang's opponentin the Foreign Office, and former ChineseMinister at "Washington, acquits the
dismissed official of complicity with KangYuwel,the Cantonese reformer, but convictshim vaguely as "crafty and treacherous."

Plot to Kill Reformers.
The true reason for his dismissal and

banishment, the Times's correspondent asserts.is that Chang-YIn-Hounn was a powerfulsupporter of the Emperor's party.
The correspondent of the Globe at Hong

Kong says Kang-Yuwei, the Cantonese reformer,in interviews since his escape from
Pekln, has said he fled because the Emperorinformed him of a plot to depose him
and kill the reform leaders.
His Majesty, the reform lender added,

wanted Kang-Yuwei to escape while there
was time for him to do so. and commissionedhim to endeavor to obtain protection
for the Emperor and for the empire.
British Ship Cleared for Action.
Hong Kong, Sept. 30.Kang-Yuwei has

arrived here on board the steamer Ballarat,
which was escorted by the British secondclnsscruiser Bonaventure. He was landed
and lodged at the police barracks. IJpon
sighting two Chinese cruisers on her way
here the Bonaventure cleared for action.

illS MIND GONE,
HE TRAVELLED FIR

George McCabe's Old Injury
to His Head Suddenly BereftHim of Reason,

HURT EIGHT YEARS AGO.

Had Been Struck by a Locomotiveand It Left His Right
Side Paralyzed.

George MeCabe, chief of Mt. Kisco's Fire
Department, ha? bem wandering about the
State for a month unconscious of his own
existence. His doings and his movements
since the forenoon of August 25, when
reason suddenly left him. are now little
more than a strange, incredible, bad dream
in his misty recollection.
Eight years ago, on July 14, McCabe was

struck by a train in Stamford. Conn. His
skull was shattered 011 the left side, and
when he recover d his sense the whole right
side of his body was paralyzed. The man
was treated by Dr. Starr, a noted physician,of No. 22 West Forty-eighth street,
this city, and for two years was unable to
do any work, his condition had been so
critical. AYhen his health returned the
doctor warned him that with any unusual
shock or excitement his affliction would
return. But he had lived six years withoutthe prediction showing the least sign
ox veimi-Huoii, ana iiaa co-me almost to
disregard the warning.
On August 25 he came to New York in

the morning with $180 in his pockets to
pay bills that he owed. There was a big
tire in Fifty-seventh street, and attracted
by it, he walked from the Grand Central
in the direction of the crowd- But there
was no getting a look at the blaze, and
after struggling to get out of the crush of
people MeOabe walked back to the corner
of Forty-second street and Lexington avenue.
He told yesterday what happened after

that in these words:
"I was standing on the curbstone waiting

to take a car when I chanced to nut my
hand down into my coat pocket- The bag
that held the $92 in gold coin I wns carryingwas missing. The sudden consciousness
of the loss seemed to make my head spin
round. At the same instant I felt what
seemed to be the snapping of a cord in
my neck. From that Instant I lost ail
rational sense of what was going on around
me- When I next partly roused from my
dazed condition I was on a train going
toward Albany.
"I found out afterward that it was the

Empire State Express.
"The conductor wag^standing beside me

gesticulating and demanding my ticket. I
suppose that I had passed through the gate
at the Grand Central by mechanically
showing my commutation ticket over the
Horlum t Tlio MnflnMnr ornlnmo,!

to me where I was and I paid my fare to
Albany out of the $88 I had left. After
that everything that happened is confused
in my memory. I reeall a hotel in Albany
at which I stayed, near the station, though
I can not remember the name. It seems
to me that I remained there about a week.
Then I went down the river to Hudson.
Why I stopped at Hudson I can not tell, as
I had never been in the place before and
knew no one there.
"It must have been two weeks that I

spent in that village, living at the hotel
and passing my time roaming about the
streets or seated in the office of the hotel.
The people that I met at this period and
their actions are all vague and undefined
in my memory. It may be that I had a
clearer idea of it at the time, and I must
have behaved with some rational impulse
or I should not have come out of it as
safely as I have.
"From Hudson I took a boat across the

river and went to Korwalk, Conn., with no
particular purpose. It was here that my
full senses seemed to return to me in brief
flashes.
"Yesterday I went to Danbury. There

I became greatly improved, and early this
morning, after a good night's sleep, bought
a ticket over tile New England Road to
Brewster, and taking a Harlem Division
train came back here to Mount Kisco,
where I surprised the people, who thought
1 had been long since dead."
The whole village was indeed surprised

it McGabe's return. His strange disappearancehad startled the community, and
ifter he had been missing a week popular
subscriptions were take* up and the local
Ydd Fellow s' Lodge, to which he belonged,
lad contributed $50 to hire detectives to
march for him.
